a building than it does tn repHce 
it 


Original cost of the White House, 


plus its maintenance from about 
1800 to the time it was burned by 
the British in 1314, is estimated at 
$333,207 by Esther Singleton in a 
f book ittled "The Story of The White 
House." 


Rebuilding the executive man- 


sion after its destruction by fire in 
I!il4 was estimated by the same 
source at about $246,000. 


U.S. Develops 
More Powerful 
Atom Bomb

Washington, Jan. 31 —(/P) — The 


United States 
has 
new 
atomic 
bombs which have much more ex- 
plosive energy than the old ones. 


The atomic energy 
commission, 


which has hinted previously 
that 


it had developed more 
powerful 


weapons than those 
dropped 
on 
Japan or at Bikini, announced 
it 
outright today in its fifth semi-an- 
nual report to congress. 


And it 
said 
"further 
develop- 


ments are now in progress." 


It related for the first time that 
the three weapons tested at Eniwe- 
tok a toll last spring demonstrated 
"a substantial gain in (explosive) 
energy 
release" 
over 
previous 
models. 


Chairman David Lilenthal made 


it clear at a news conference that 
"as used in this report" the term 
atomic weapon means 'bomb." 


But he ceclined comment when 
asked whether the United States is 
seeking to obtain atomic weapons 
other than bombs. 


The commission told congress it 
took steps during 1948 to protect 
its major plants against sabotage 
and to provide 'for the emergency 
defense of vital facilities 
against 
attack." 


But it said "production and im- 


provement of atomic weapons" has 
continued to receive its major at- 
tention. And in that department is 
reported "important advances" — 
in making atomic materials 
and 


weapons, as well as in developing 
new designs. 


It said study of the three highly 


secret atomic tests conducted 
at 


Eniwetok in the 
spring 
of 1948 


"have firmly established that a 
substantial gain in energy release 
was obtained." 


And it indicated that its new de- 


signs are in production for the na- 
tion's atomic stockpile by noting 
that the Eniwetok tests 
"pointed 


the way to the production of new 
weapons," then adding: 


"In order to take full advantage 


of these achievements, a consider- 
able expansion of the 
production 
program was required." 


Reporting 
an 
"expansion 
and 


improvement all along the 
atomic 
energy development chain from the 
mines to the ultimate use made of 
fissionable material," the commis- 
sion said: 


"By 'the -year's, end th'e" 'United 
States atomic energy program had 
attained a .momentum which, if 
sustained, the commission believes 
will maintain and increase the na- 
tion's lead in atomic 
energy 
de- 
velopment." 


And the commission hinted at de- 
tails undisclosed in the 212 page 
report, commenting: 


"(The 
report) 
is 
prepared 


against a background of world af- 
fairs which makes it necessary for 
the American people to 
maintain 


self-imposed restraints on the dis- 
semination of a vast amount of 
data acquired since the beginning 
of the atomic energy enterprise in 
1939. 
. 


The commission disclosed "in- 


creased production of fissionable 
materials uranium 235 and plu- 
tonium) 
at 
Iwered 
cost," 
he 
said: 


"The amount of these materials 


available is a significant measure 
of ^ the national wealth." 


'It determines how many atom- 


ic weapons the American people 
can build for defense and the num- 
ber of power of atomic machines— 
nuclear reacotrs—that can be op- 
erated for application of the new 
energy to all parts of our national 
life." 


In the commission's last semi- 
annual report, issued in July, 
it 


said the Eniwetok tests had con- 
firmed 'the fact that the position 
of the United States in the field of 
atomic weapons has been substan- 
tially improved." 


It recalled that sentence today, 


then said that extensive study and 
analysis have since shown that the 
now weapons were much more ex- 
plosive than old models. 


"The measurements 
made dur- 
ing the tests," added the commis- 
sion, 'have 
furnished 
a 
much 


sounder basis for the understand- 
ing of atomic explosions, which is 
necessary for the further develop- 
ment of atomic weapons." 


Since the Eniwetok tests 
were 


described as successful, the new 
designs presumably meet these re- 
|quirements. 


•Work has also been done," the 


report said: "on the engineering 
development of weapons for great- 
er ease of production and greater 
serviceability." 


While the commission made only 


a brief reference to the production 
01 industrial power from 
atomic 


energy, it said the subject is so 
important that it plans to send a 
special report to congress to deal 
with it.

When labor and 
management 


are "assured once 
again" 
that 


-his is our national labor 
policy, 
Tobin said, 'they will, I feel sure, 
comply with the 
procedures pro- 
vided in the bill." 


The administration's measure— 
unveiled Saturday— would 
wipe 


out most of the Taft-Hartley 
law 


and substitute something closer to 
the Wagner Act of 1935. 


One Taft-Hartley feature which 
would be killed would be the gov- 
ernment's power to 
get 
80-day 


:ourt orders to 
delay 
"national 
emergency" strikes. 


To replace that power, the bill 


provides for emergency 
boards 


to recommend settlements of dis- 
putes in vital industries. Both sides 
would be asked to observe a vol- 
untary "cooling off" period of not 
more than 30 days during which 
there would be no strike or lock 
out. 
• 


Tobin said the Taft-Hartley law 


of 1947 "deals with collective bar-' 
gaining as if it is inimcal |tb' the 
public interest instead of the foun- 
dation of our national labor pol- 
icy." 


He 
also 
said this law 
has 


'brought confusion" into the field 
of labor relations and has 
'unne- 
cessarily limited 
the 
rights 
of 
workers to strike." 


After this assault, Tobin argued 


;hat the administration bill 'regu- 
ates collective 
bargaining 
only 
where restraints are needed, 
and 
practicable." 


He said the bill "seeks to de- 


velop a system of labor 
relations 
under which both labor and man- 
agement, with the friendly assist- 
ance of government, can live 
to- 


gether and solve their 
own prob- 
lems." 


Tobin defended the 
bill's pro- 
posed 
transfer 
of 
the 
United 


Statics Conciliation service, now 
independent into the Labor depart- 
ment. Replying in advance of the 
convention that the service could 
not be impartial as a part of the 
Labor Department, Tobin said: 


"I cannot state too strongly that 


I, as secretary of labor, consider 


nnl^n0 r5Prese"t the more than 
,000,000 American people 
and 


every segment of our economy."

Through the dead silences of the 


night come the messages. A boy 
from Germany says he's arriving 
(home with a fraulein wife — a fa- 
ther in California says in ten words 
that mother is dying—and makes 
the tenth word "love." from Kan- 
sas City a husband lets his 
wife 


know he arrived by plane okay on 
a foggy field. 


"clickey Hack—clickety clack — 


clockety clack—." 


Good 
and 
bad 
news 
speeds 


through the senseless night. And a 
telegrapher, 
a 
lone 
man 
in a 


doomed trade, takes the news down 
—and passes it on. 


What men they were — and how 


few they arc left—the 
old 
tele- 


graphers. They stitched the Ameri- 
can continent together with 
their 


cLckety clack—clickety clack. Now 
the old timers are dropping out, 
one by one. Bright young girls tap 
out by hand on automatic transmit- 
ting machines the messages 
that 


used to go by Morse wire. 


In the old days the Morse tele- 


graphers used to grow 
gradually 


deafened by the staccato music of 
| a sounder, whose noise 
was en- 
jlarged by a Prince Albert tobacco 
can stuck in to sharpen the clock- 
ety clack—the clockety clack. 


"But we have to leave out the 
tobacco can now," said 
Lustre 


Delane Phillips, 56, who has been 
interpreting 
the 
clickety clacks 


since he was 14 years old. 


"They found the sound carriec 


too far. Somebody passing by out- 
side who understood 
the 
Morse 


Code might pick up 
a 
private 
message." 


Phillips is the son of a country 
punter who named his 
children 


after the phenomenon 
of 
light. 
First came Hugh (Hue) and then 
Day. Ray, Lustre, 
Bright, 
and 
Fair. A seventh child broke the 
pattern by naming herself Juanita. 
She wanted to avoid the family's 
sunshine prejudice. 
Like all vanishing knights of the 


dwindling "dot and dash" empire. 
Lustre has his memories. He re- 
members the time when tho clic- 
kety clack was the only way the 
news of the world was spelled put. 
"1 copied Jack Johnson's fight 


with Jim Jeffires at Reno for a 
country weekly," he recalled. 'We 
had a special edition on the streets 
within an hour. That was record 
time for a weekly." 


Phillips has been working nights 


for more than thirty years —the 
midnight to morning trick. 
The 


messages he transmits still affect 
him. 


'It is a thrill to send word of 


the birth of a baby," hesaid,"and 
saddening to send word of a death. 
Especially at my age, when you 
realize the certain end of all things 
mortal."

peating a previous rule that origi- 
nal government surveys

subject to attack, the Arkansas su- 
preme court today upheld annexa- 
tion of 11 square miles of territory 
by the city of Fort Smith. 


The annexation was attacked on 


the ground that according to the 
description 
oC 
the 
teiritory 
in- 


volved, some 36 acreas in the state 
of Oklahoma were included. It was 
conceded that the lines referred to 
3o not run true north and 
south, 


tt^ that the direction is "souther- 


But the supreme court said 'in 


making this argument we 
think 
ounsel overlooked the well-estab- 
ished rule that a surveyor can- 
lot change corners established by 
government survey, as such fixed 
monuments 
prevail 
over 
both 


Bourses and distances." 


The court also pointed out that 


a map of the 
territory 
annexed 
'plainly shows the 
line between 


Arkansas and Oklahoma extending 
from one designated corner to the 
other as set forth in the descrip- 
ions." 
The high court disposed of 
the 


ontention that the land annexed is 
valuable for agricultural purposes 
by citing that there are 1691 elec- 
tric meters 1600 gas meters and 
1033 water meters in the area and 
that it contains 1551 houses and 
157 buildings.

and reversed one. 


Affirmed were the conviction of 
-. Mortensen Chicago in the Gar- 
land circuit court and his sentence 
of five years imprisonment on a 
charge of false pretenses and Rus- 
sell Stewart in the Sebastian cri- 
cuit court and his sentence of one 
year imprisonment on a charge of 
grandlarceny . 


Mortensen was charged with ob- 
taining $9600 from the 
Arkansas 
Trust Co. Hot Springs by cashing 
three worthless checks through an 
agnet 
Ann Hale. 
Stewart 
was 
charged with stealing parts 
and 
equipment from a 
sawmill 
near 
Fort Smith and selling 
them 
in 
Muskogee Okla. 


Reversed was the case of B. \V. 


Cameron charged with 
theft 
of 


lumber but convicted in Franklin 
circuit court on a charge of petit 
larceny. When the jury reported it 
could not decide on sentence Judge 
J. 0. Kincanno setenced him to 
a fine of $300 
and one year 
in 
iail. 


During trial the defense attor- 
ney in argument to the jury se- 
verely assailed the procecuting wit- 
ness who admitted helping 
load 
the stolen lumber. Judge Kincan- 
non cautioned the jury "do not be 
swept off your feet, you are trying 
Mr. Cameron not 
the 
witness"
